SEWER  MAINTENANCE  AGREEMENT 


This  agreement  by  and  between  INDIANA  & MICHIGAN  ELECTRIC  COMPANY, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  "I  & M",  and  the  CITY  OF  FORT  WAYNE,  INDIANA,  acting

by  and  through  its  Board  of  Public  Works,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  "CITY". 
WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  I & M is  the  owner  of  all  land  abutting  on  and  adjoining 

the  first  alley,  running  north  and  south,  north  of  Elizabeth  between  Barr  Street 

and  Lafayette  Street  in  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  vacation  of  the  aforementioned  portion  of  said  alley  has 

been  determined  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  all  parties  by  I & M,  the  Fort  Wayne 

City  Plan  Commission  and  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana;  and 

or 

WHEREAS,  there  is  located  within  said  alley  storm  and/ sanitary  sewer 
facilities  servicing  exclusively  buildings  owned  and  operated  by  I 5e  M;
